80,000 additional Negroes registered during the next sixty days 
King challenged the Negroes to march on the Jefferson County 
Board of Registrars by the thousands, in order for Federal 
Registrars to come in, 



Turning from voter registration, he lambasted city 
officials for refusing to employ Negro policemen, and declared 
that it may be necessary to fill the streets again over this 
issue. King went on to point out that the whole question of 
justice must quickly be settled in America, saying, "We may 
have to recommend that Negroes begin sitting in at segregated 
jury boxes." T-1 advised this brought a thunderous applause 
from the keyed up gathering,^
